MOON stated while in the United States, he does reside at 50 East 
Sunnyside Lane, Irvington, New York, and has been there since 
approximately 1974.

Many 
other functions also take place at the compound in Irvington, New 
York, and as such, seves as headquarters for the Unification 
Church as well as the residence for MOON and his family.

unfounded guilt. Lastly, many of the followers of the Unification 
Church are of Asian descent or minority based. As a result of 
moon's coviction, many followers have fostered anti-American 
feelings due to the fact that the United States imprisoned someone 
who is so "pro-American". MOON feels that this pardon would show 
the world that the American Government is fair and just and would 
alleviate some of this anti-American sentiment thoughout the 
world. MOON believes that the life he has led since his 
conviction has demonstrated his continued commitment to the 
Unification Church, the church's own commitment to the betterment 
of society through a variety of charitable, cultural, and 
religious organizations and projects, and his respect in 
performance with the law of the United States. He feels the 
pardon would not only relieve himself and his family from the 
heavy burden of the conviction, but relieve the Church members 
from this burden as well.

( 3 ) MOON is entering the prime of his leadership and 
religious life and has at least 10 to 20 more years to provide 
important leadership for the sake of humanity. 

(4) MOON is not allowed access to some countries 
because of his conviction, and this has hindered the growth of 
the Unification Church. 


(5) MOON'S honor will be restored and this will be a 
landmark in the history of the world, as well as enhance people's 
feelings about what a great country the United States is.

(7) MOON is a "rare living religious leader", who is 
also involved with numerous cultural organizations.
